FAYID. — 
HE solid concentration of 
camp after camp, pitched 
on the deserts empty ori- 
zontal, makes hard to see 
why British forces in the 
Canal Zone require reinforce- 
ment The string of bases is 
strong and closely linked. Of- 
ficial figures are not given 
now. but unofficial estimates 
placed troop strength in the 
Zone at 40000 before the 
recent movements. By October 
28 the reinforcements already 
amounted to about 7,000. 
This is much more than 
enough to deal with anything 
the Egyptian Army might 
think of. From a normal mi- 
litary point of view, the base 
is impregnable against any- 
thing that could be sent against 
it, exeept by a major world 
Power. But reinforcements are 
being brought because they 
might be needed if present 
British policy in the Zone is 
maintained. 


Primary Duty 

The policy is to remain and 
to protect the base from 
within the confines of the 
Zone. As things now stand. 
the primary duty is to guard, 
which takes many more troops 
than to capture under such 
circumstances. The great ma- 
jority of British forces in the 
base until last fortnight were 
service troops. Th® treaty |'- 
mitation of 10,000 was on com- 
bat troops ; there was no res- 
traint on auxiliaries. 

“Weare not going to have an- 
other Palestine here,” a spokes- 
man said, “with home-made 
bombs, and sneak expicesions 
and kidnapping.”
